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Dulles Speech Raps Russians 


NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — A 
Chicago T r i b u n e editorial 
Thursday on the subject of 
charity and fund drives de- 
serves some comment because 
it points the finger at some- 
thing that is slowly and sure- 
ly taking place in many areas. 


One aspect of the editorial cites 


that in Chicago's Community Fund 
Drive, corporations raised about 70 
per cent of the total funds collect- 
ed. That left the remaining 30 per 
cent to be raised by approximately 
1,300,000 "eligible" 
donors. 
The 


Tribune whittled down the latter 
classification to get a "solid core" 
of would-be contributors. 


Thus the average Community 


Fund contributions by the 1,300,- 
000 came to about ?2. That's a 
paltry sum considering that the 
Community lund embraces a lot 
of deserving charities.

Tha real nut of the editorial, 


however, is what the T-ibune calls 
"the tiresome huckstering needed 
in the charity drives." 


Adds the Tribune, "U there 


were a little more li\ely sense 
Jn the community of the needs of 
its charities, it would not take 
50,000 solicitors long weeks of 
effort to squeeze a. few million 
dollars out of Chicago for the 
Community Fund, to choose a 
prune example."

Of course, Chicago's case is re- 


flected in many towns. In Dixon, 
to name one, there has been a 
continuing drive for a charity of 
some sort since the first of the 
year. 


In fact, we were about to write 


an editorial saluting the fact 
that, temporarily at least, there 
is no drive for funds going on at 
present, at least not a major one. 
We were about to shout a feeble 
"Hooray" and wait patiently for 
the next one to come along. 
Personally, we have no idea how 


much money has been raised in 
the incessant campaigns for funds 
during the past six months. We 
should guess, though, that it would 
be pitifully small in comparison to 
the time, effort and publicity need- 
ed to breathe life into each and 
every one. For a 
considerable 


share of the past six months, we 
have had one editonal man as- 
signed to one charitable proj'ect or 
another. Our cameras have snapped 
on numerous people handing checks 
to 
one 
another, 
signifying, 
of 


course, that the "goal" has been 
reached. 


This newspaper, and many oth- 


er newspapers, give willingly of 
their help and space to charity 
drives. It must occur to most edi- 
tors that it takes a heap of writing 
and plugging to raise a few dollars 
for these worthy causes. Most of 
us raise a beef now and then when 
we see valuable space being used 
to hammer home the need for this 
money and with so little success. 


What apparently is taking place 


is that all this "tiresome huck- 
stering" has inured our populace 
to any Rising at all. The shouts 
of "Wolf! Wolf!" has undoubtably 
created a mass inertia in the 
pocketbook. and a Jot of good 
causes are suffering as a result. 
We have no solution to the prob- 


lem. We are quite certain, though, 
that all this "huckstering" is dull- 
ing a lot of people's sense of re- 
sponsibihtv.

No negotiations were scheduled. 


But both sides indicated that be- 
hind-the-scenes talks were in the 
works. 


David J. McDonald, president of 


the USW, turned down the offer 
Thursday night saying: 


"We 
can see no 
justification 


whatsoever to accept a settlement 
this year—the most profitable in 
the industry's history—which is 
approximately one half of the cost 
of the settlements already made 
in the automobile industry."

Deadline June 30 


The USWs two-year contract, 


which provides for wage talks only 
this year, permits it to call its 
members out on strike at mid- 
night June CO unless an agreement 
has been reached. 


McDonald summoned the union's 


170-man wage policy committee to 
meet here Monday "in light of 
the critical situation." 


McDonald never has said how 


much he wants. However, Bill Hat- 
ton, president of local 3423 at 
Hammond, Ind . says the union is 
asking a 25-cent-an-hour across- 
the-board increase. 


Gives Pay Range 


Cliffoid F. Hood, president of 


U. S. Steel, said the proffered 
boost ranged "from 22 cents per 
hour for the highest job class to 
6'i cents per hour for the lowest.' 


Hood said the average rates now 


are from $1 57 ro S3 27'2- The pro 
posed increase would make them 
range from Sl.63',2 to S3.49!,2. 


McDonald declared the offer is 


equivalent to a i\3 per cent wage 
hike. 


After current negotiations are 


out of the way, the USW is expect- 
ed to press for wage boosts for 
its 600.000 other members in steel 
fabricating companies. 


Steel companies have indicated 


that any wage boosts will result 
in higher steel prices.

searchers e x p r e s s e d opinions 
which added up to an 8-2 vote of 
confidence in the vaccine. 


There still was no word, how- 


ever, on how soon additional sup- 
plies of the vaccine might be avail- 
able. 


Not "Basic" 


Summing up two days of testi- 


mony by the 15 specialists at the 
House hearing, Chairman Priest 
(D-Tenn) told newsmen today: 


• "The differences among these 
eminent doctors appeared to me 
more moral and technical than 
basic. It was significant there was 
no dissent on substituting 
new 


virus strains for preparation of 
the vaccine." 


Rep. Springer (R-I11) told re- 


porters he was in complete agree- 
ment. 


"I thought the testimony dem- 


onstrated that all were in sub- 
stantial agreement on what the 
Salk vaccine is, and on its cap- 
abilities," he 
said. "The only 


diveigence was by the dissenters 
who had the single feeling that 
additional safety was desirable." 


Fi\e Duck Vote 


Five members of the panel of 


experts did not vote on whether 
they 
thought 
Salk 
inoculations 


should be continued this summer. 


There was 
unanimous 
agree- 


ment, however, that medical re- 
search should produce less viru- 
lent strains of polio virus for man- 
ufacture of the Salk vaccine. 


The Mahoney virus—one of the 


strains which produce the deadly 
Type 1 or paralytic.poho—should 
be displaced with less virulent 
stiams for the safety of the pa- 
tients, they concluded.

Surprised All 


He dealt with it in only a teas- 


ing way in a speech late Thurs- 
day at Concord, N. H., but it com- 
pletely surprised his police-estimat- 
ed audience of 15,000 persons in 
State House Plaza. 


There was no shred of certainty 


afterward 
whether he was j'ust 


having a bit of fun—or whether he 
had meant to put across the idea 
that he is in the market for an- 
other term. Many of his listeners 
were inclined to the latter idea. 


It came about this way: The 


president had been telling the New 
Hampshire crowd how Sherman 
Adams, former governor of the 
state and now Eisenhower's chief 
aide, boasts about New Hampshire 
to the White House staff. 
Eisen- 


hower said his eagerne_ss to find 
out for himself was one of "the 
serious reasons" for his visit to the 
state. 


His Remarks 


Then he carne out with these re- 


marks : 


"People often ask me what my 


ideas are on how long I would like 
a. residence in 1600 Pennsylvania 
Ave. (the White House). 


"My own thought is: They should 


ask how long is it going to take 
Gov. Adams to finish up his series 
of lectures on New Hampshire, be- 
cause he doesn't seem to be a 
third of the way through them 
yet." 


That touched off a roar of ap- 


plause and there were whoops of 
approval from the crowd, which 
actually was attending an outdoor 
session of the New Hampshire leg- 
islature.

Dulles pulled no punches as h« 


reviewed the role of communism 
in recent history. He agreed with 
Molotov that some problems had 
been iettled recently, but he said 
they would have been settled years 
earlier except for the Communists. 


"We do not forget," he said, 


"we dare not forget, that some of 
those who now hail the recent de* 
velopments are 
precisely 
thos« 


who for years sought to stop 
them." 


Dulles 
strongly 
defended th« 


North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion and other regional organiza- 
tions which Molotov blamed lor 
much of the trouble today. Thes« 
organizations were hased on DIM 
spirit of the U.N. Charter, he said, 
and It was 
Western 
strength, 


backed by these organizations, 
which had led to the solution of 
maj'or problems. 


Sarcastic Reference 


Then, in sarcastic language, h« 


took up the problems which Molo- 
tov had listed in his speech as 
having been solved. The Korean 
War. he said, was ended only aft- 
er U.N. forces had repelled Com- 
munist aggression. 


"It is indeed strange," he said, 


"to hear this triumph of collective 
security now hailed as proof of 
the peace-loving character of the 
aggressor and its supporters. 
If 


they had had their way. we would 
today be commemorating the fifth 
anniversary of the demise of th« 
United Nations." 


Dulles said further: 
The Indochina fighting was end- 


ed by agreement in Geneva, "but 
only after the United States and 
other nations made it clear that 
contirued fighting might call for 
collective action within the frame- 
work of the U.N. charter. 


Treaty Delayed 


The Austrian treaty should have 


been signed years ago, hut it was 
delayed while one of its occupying 
powers exploited its economy for 
a decade. 


Yugoslav-Soviet relations hav« 


been improved but they were bad 
in the first place only because 
Yugoslavia had broken away from 
"an alien yoke." 


The recent Soviet overtures to 


West Germany and Japan came 
only after years of abuse and hos- 
tility from Russia. 


Five Problem* 


Then Dulles listed five maj'or 


problems, which 
he hinted he 


would like to see tackled by the 
summit meeting of the Big Four 
in Geneva next month. He did not 
list them specifically as agenda 
items, but he enumerated them

At first impression many cf -America's cities appear 


quite similar. But closer study shows them to be tremen- 
dously varied, as rich in their diversity as the regions tney 


!CtMost people have strong favorites among our cities (not 


counting their home towns). They may fasten on one place 
as having almost everything they like in a city 
Or they 


may prefer one town for its scenic setting, another for its 
shops, another for its theater and other entertainment, and 


S° ° These attachments are natural and inevitable. Much 
travel is for sheer enjoyment, obviously, and you cannot ask 
that people make a course of study out of it- 
Yet it could mean much to them, and to their country, 


if more often they went about in search of understanding as 
well as enjoyment. As a matter of fact, the two are of course 
not mutually exclusive. Understanding is not a dull com- 
modity, to be shunned if possible. ^ 


Cities deserve to be looked at whole. However satisfy- 


in*' it may be to reflect on such thoughts, it is not enough 
to sav of, for example, San Francisco: "Those wonderful 
hills .".. those bridges ... the restaurants ... the cosmopoli- 
tan atmosphere." 
All true, any viewer of that marvelous spectacular city 


would agree. But this is not the full measure of San Fran- 
cisco, any more than a similar appraisal would be of any 
other city. 
. 
. 
The true gauge of a city is: What kind of place is it 


to live in? For cities are places to live and work, and only 
secondary places to visit. 
. 
Is it a city where daily living is for the most part fairly 


agreeable and healthy? Is a good share of the housing suit- 
able, with light and space and some green m its setting? 


Can people get back and forth to work with fair dispatch 


and without staggering inconvenience? 


Are the neighborhood shops and service facilities rea- 


sonably accessible, so that shopping for all the daily necessi- 
ties is a tolerable, ev<»n pleasant experience instead of a fren- 
zied nightmare? 
Are there lots of places for children to play? Are the 


cultural and entertainment "wonders" the city boasts of to 
visitors easily available to the homefolks? 


These are simple, elemental questions. But only by get- 


ting the answers to them can you really determine the qual- 
ity of life in a city. 


A city is a place for all its citizens. It cannot be fully 


judged by" those who travel only the hotel-restaurant-theater- 
night club-museum circuit. 


If it doesn't pass the simple tests of value to all its peo- 


ple, then its glamorous excitements can hardly compensate. 
The city then becomes something of a movie sec, all fancy 
glitter in front but only a crude skeleton framework behind.
